charges against various defendants 
in the Petroleum Corporation case. 
Federal Judge Paul J. McCor- 
mick, before whom the conspiracy 
indictments were returned, issued 
bench warrants for the arrest of all 
three defendants, setting bonds of 
$10,000 in each case. 
The asserted “fixing plot’ was 
charged by authorities to have been 
started Dec. 15, 1931. The three were 
charged with conspiring with John 
McKeown, who was convicted in the 
Italo fraud case, but was not named 
in yesterday’s indictments. 
For a sum of $50,000 from Mc- 
Keown and others unnamed, the 
three defendants were said to have 
promised to turn over part of the 
money to Mitchell and McNabb,

certain others in the case.

Diego Martinez Barrios once 
served under the present Premier, 
Alejandro Lerroux, as Minister of 
the Interior. Before that he was 
Minister of Communications in the 
first Cabinet after Spain became 
a republic following the overthrow 
of King Alfonso. 


MADRID, Oct. 6.—Mustering all 
the armed forces at its command, 
the two-day-old government of 
Premier Alejandro Lerroux strug- 
gled today to gain control of the 
Socialist-inspired revolutionary gen- 
eral strike which has led to virtual 


civil war. 

| Perhaps the most serious prob- 
lem confronting the central govern- 
ment was the threat of secession 
of Catalonia, Spain’s autonomous 
|eastern provinces, which for gen- 
erations have been at odds with 
Madrid rulership. 

A hundred and four persons have 
been killed in the revolutionary 
movement, according to conserva- 
tive estimates, with 350 wounded 
and more than 1000 under arrest. 

Unverified reports placed the 
death toll at 150. Figures were al- 
most certain to mount, how- 
ever. Communication lines were de 
stroyed in many places and the reb- 
els were re-established in various 
northern provinces where most of 
the outbreaks occurred. 

The revolutionary effort to force 
all workers out apparently was a 
failure, with most employes remain- 
ing at their posts, and those who 
joined the strike returning to work 
after a few hours. Minister of 
Communications Jalon said mail 
distribution would be normal today. 
All public services were manned 
mainly by military forces, who alsy 
were responsible for the mainte- 
nance of a focd supply for capital 
residents. 


Renewal of Fighting. 


At dawn the death list stood at 
93 and the Government announced 
the general strike was a failure and 
that troops were being withdrawn 
from most of the battlefronts of 
the last two days. Suddenly the 
extremists renewed battle. Eleven 
more persons were killed in clashes 
during the morning.

The salve is described in the re- 
ports of the chemists as a yellow- 
brown paste, consisting essentially 
of boric acid, zinc ointment and 
camphor in a petrolatum base.

Henry E. Moskey, veterinarian of 
the Food and Drug Administration, 
in his statement filed with the libel, 
deals wit hthe products when used 
on animals. The soap and salve, 
used alone or together, are not ef- 
fective for the purposes recom- 
mended, and the liniment is not ef- 
fective for the purposes for which 
it is recommended, including colic 
in horses, Moskey says. 

Dr. Paul W. Spickard, medical 
officer of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, deals with the prod- 
ucts when used on human beings. 
Reciting the conditions for which 
they are said to tbe effective, Dr. 
Spickard says these claims are 
false, and adds that his opinion is 
identical with that of “the consen- 
sus of present day reliable medical 
opinion.” 

Violation of the pure food and 
drug laws, as alleged in the libel, 
i sa misdemeanor, punishable by a 
fine of $200 for the first offense.

Friends of Mrs. Gloria Morgan 
Vanderbilt, mother of the child, thus 
have additional time to journey 
from Europe to help her defend 
herself against accusations of for- 
mer servants and other witnesses. 

The only witness scheduled was 
Dr. Stuart L. Craig, who treated 
the child heiress to $4,000,000 for 
what was said to have been hys- 
teria on Sept. 21 at the home of her 
aunt, Mrs. Harry Payne. Whitney. 

In an’ affidavit he said he be- 
lieved Gloria’s health would be en- 
dangered if she was returned to 
her mother. 

Sister to Help Her. 

Among those hurrying to the aid 
of Mrs. Vanderbilt were her sister, 
Lady Furness; her brother, Harry 
Hays Morgan Jr., and an attorney, 
representing the Marchioness of 
Milfordhaven. The Marchioness’ 
name was brought into the case by 
Mile, Maria Cailt, formerly Mrs. 
Vanderbilt’s maid, who testified as 
to an incident she said she saw in 
a hotel. 

Aligned with Mrs. Whitney, who 
seeks custody of the child on the 
ground that Mrs. Vanderbilt is an 
unfit guardian, is Mrs. Vanderbilt's 
mother, Mrs. Laura Kilpatrick Mor- 
gan, who may be called next week. 
She is the only one of the Morgan 
family siding with the Whitneys. 
Mrs. Benjamin Thaw, Mrs. Vander- 
bilt’'s other sister, has been at her 
side in court each day. 

Justice John F. Carew announced 
that future sessions would be closed 
to the public. Counsel for both sides 
have expressed themselves as oOp- 
posed to secret hearings. Testi- 
mony of the French maid caused 
Justice Carew to close the hearing 
to the public on Tuesday, but he 
said he would make a final decision 
later. The Justice said he had con- 
sulted with other Justices and had 
found them agreed he was justified 
in excluding the press from a trial 
involving custody of a minor person. 

Mrs. Whitney to Testify. 

Attorney Herbert C. Smythe, rep- 
resenting Mrs. Whitney, said it 
would take from a week to 10 days 
to present all of his witnesses, and 
Mrs. Whitney herself would take 
the stand. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt and Mrs. Thaw 
sat in the courtroom throughout the 
afternoon, listening to testimony in 
another case, before Justice Carew. 
Outside the courtroom several hun- 
dred women and men lined the 
halls, apparently awaiting a resump- 
tion of the Vancg2rbilt-Whitney case. 

A maintenance order signed some 
time ago by Surrogate James A. 
Foley, shows that the child has an 
allowance of $4000 a month for her 
support, maintenance and educa- 
tion. 

A petition filed by Thomas B. Gil- 
christ, a special guardian, states 
that Mrs. Vanderbilt has no inde- 
pendent income of her own and that 
both depend on such allowance the 
Court may make out of the child’s 
income from her estate. 

The estate, the petition stated, 
consists now of bonds, securities 
and properties having a value of 
$2,872,664 as of Dec. 31, 1933. The 
estate earned $113,758 in income in 


1933.

ROOSEVELT PRAISE OF BRITAIN 
USED IN TORY CAMPAIGN TALK 


Stanley Baldwin Addresses Conser- 
vative Party, Which Votes for 
Reorganization of Industry. 


BRISTOL, Eng., Oct. 6.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s recent references 
to England’s stability were used 
last night as campaign thunder 
by Stanley Baldwin, leader of the 
Conservative party. Baldwin 


praised the National government’s 
accomplishments and said he would 
remain the party’s chief in an ad- 
dress regarded as the opening gun 
for the next general election. He 
spoke before a Tory mass meeting 
which came after the close of the 
party’s convention here. 

“Did you notice,” Baldwin said, 
“that in the last fortnight the 
French prime minister and the 
President of the United States each 
bade cheir people look across the 
sea to this little island? The an- 
swer is that our Constitution has 
grown up in the way it has.” 

Baldwin appealed to employers 
to abolish overtime and give work 
to more people. He said that 800,- 
000 more persons were employed 
now than when the Coalition gov- 
ernment was formed. 

The convention voted to favor 
wide reorganization in British in- 
dustry through modified state con- 
trol with safeguards for the public, 
for producers and for consumers. 
Schemes for reorganization, it was 
emphasized, should originate with 
industry and be approved by it. 
During warm debate that preceded 
the vote. a delegate attacked the 
proposal as likely to set up a “Gen- 
eral Johnson” for British industry.

LOOKING TO THE CITY MANAGERS. 

While St. Louisans have heard from time to time 
about the transformation which the city manager sy&> 
tem has wrought in the character of municipal gov- 
ernment in Cincinnati, and of benefits which this 
increasingly popular form of city government is bring- 
ing to local affairs throughout the country, they 
will very soon hear more about the city manager 
plan than they have ever heard before. St. Louis is 
to be the fortunate host to the Twenty-first Annual 
Conference of the International City Managers’ As- 
sociation the 15th, 16th and 17th of this month. 

Dr. Charles E. Merriam, professor of political sci- 
ence at the University of Chicago, long ago predicted 
that city government in the United States would be- 
come less legalistic, less partisan and more technical. 
Time has proved him right, and the city manager 
plan of municipal government, based on this phi- 
losophy, has arisen and spread not only into all parts 
of the United States, but to a number of other coun- 
tries as well, It, in brief, recognizes the need for do- 
ing away with party politics in a sphere of govern- 
ment where party politics is utterly without place. 
It seeks to banish forever the spoils system and its 
costly turnover in the personnel of those who pro- 
vide public services. Just as we have come to rec- 
ognize that the health department must contain 
trained bacteriologists, so are the notable successes 
of the city manager plan forcing realization that the 
administration of municipal affairs is also a tech- 
nical matter. 

Under boss-ridden party politics such as most 
American cities have had in some form or other, 
Cincinnati was, for two decades, popularly known 
as the country’s worst-governed city. Its ruler 
was Boss George C. Cox, who used his power for 
the benefit of himself and his hangers-on, while the 
city ran down at the heels. At last, unable to stom- 
ach the corruption and disgrace any longer, the peo- 
ple of Cincinnati rose up, and, in effect, dumped the 
whole system of leeches into the Ohio River. Eight 
years have passed, and the Cincinnati of today is 
freely conceded by those who know to be the best- 
managed large city in the country. 

It is the city manager plan of government, given 
co-operation and opportunity by the people, which is 
responsible for this transformation. Government in 
Cincinnati today not only costs less, but provides 
more in the way of services for those who pay the 
bills. That is an accomplishment of which any com- 
munity or any form of government may be proud. 
From Maine, which has 14 city manager cities, to 
California, which has 36, the experience of Cincin- 
nati is being enjoyed by cities both large and small, 
to a greater or lesser degree. It is not by chance 
that, although the first city manager did not make 
his appearance until 1908, there are now 425 cities in 
this country with city managers. 

Time was when city government was chiefly a po- 
litical device by which self-serving groups enriched 
themselves at the expense of taxpayers. The late Lord 
Bryce, almost a half-century ago, surveyed the corrup- 
tion-ridden American city and regretfully character- 
ized it as the one conspicuous failure in the -Ameri- 
can experiment of self-government. That era, as such, 
is gone. We have not reached Utopia in city govern- 
ment by any means, but there can be no denying 
that we are moving in the right direction and mak- 
ing notable progress. 

This is not to say that the city manager plan in it- 
self guarantees the maximum of efficiency and does 
away with the unhappy practices all too often asso- 
ciated with the older forms of city government. There 
have been a few cases in which it has not been per- 
mitted to work as it should. They, however, are only 
the. exceptions which go to prove the rule. 

St. Louis and the metropolitan area which sur- 
rounds it, notable for the fact that it contains not 
a single city manager community, will want to: pay 
close heed to the coming meeting of these specialists 
in the business of running cities for the benefit of 
the rank and file who live in them. On a number 
of counts, no more important convention has been 
held here in years.

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NO GUARANTEE FOR MINORITIES. 

As was to have been expected, the dominant 
Powers of the League of Nations rejected Poland’s 
proposal for a general pact pledging protection of 
minority peoples. Poland had repudiated the special 
treaty under which she is bound in this manner, but 
offered to join a general agreement of all the nations. 
In the committee, however, this proposal became a 
matter for jest. England’s spokesman laughed at the 
very idea of guarantees to the Scots as a minority. 

No minority problem exists in the tolerant older 
countries where democratic governments prevail. 
But in such succession states as Poland, Jugo-Slavia, 
etc., and in those wheye Fascism rules, it is a vital 
question. It should in no way infringe upon Brit- 
ain’s dignity to state its actual tolerance in words if 
such action will help protect the Ukrainian, German 
and Jewish minorities of Poland. The latter coun- 
try, though subject to criticism for repudiating its 
treaty obligations, is encountering the same discrimi- 
natory treatment from the major nations that, in 
the matter of armaments, drove Germany from the 
League. And no such specious excuses as fear or 
national defense operate to prevent a general pledge 
of protection for minorities,

PACIFIST TACTICS. 

While announcing itself as opposed to war as an 
instrument of national policy, the British Labor 
party, at its convention in Southport, England, de- 
clined to go further. That is, it declined the pro- 
posal of radical pacifists among its membership to 
bind the party to call a general strike if war should 
threaten. Such a strike would be in the nature of a 
treasonous act, since it would give aid and comfort 
to a potential enemy. It would hamper preparations 
for war. It possibly would subject the country to 
ruinous invasion. 

We share the pacifists’ craving for peace, but 
some of their methods are highly questionable. In 
the United States, for instance, they are obtaining 
pledges from schoolboys that, in event of war, they 
will not fight. They do not make distinction among 
different kinds of wars. Presumably, they oppose 
participation even in a war to protect the homes, 
factories and farms of our own people from an in- 
vading army and navy. No pacifist movement would 
last a second in the face of such a danger. The hu- 
man instinct for self-preservation would brush it 
aside instantly. 

This generation knows all there is to. know about 
the horrors of war. The greatest and bloodiest war 
in history is just behind us, and what it was like. 
to those who did not participate, is open in literature 


an understanding of the horrors of war is not 
enough. The roots of it must be exposed and re- 
moved. The pacifists can render immeasura le ser- 
vice to mankind by educatfon as to the origins of 
wars—the most disillusioning study in the world. 

They can get nowhere, as the world is constituted 
now, by advocating general strikes and by circulat- 
ing pledges among schoolboys. 
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PROSECUTOR ANDERSON’S GOOD WORK. 

Just before the primary in August, the Post-Dis- 
patch urged the renomination of C, Arthur Anderson 
as Democratic candidate to succeed himself in the 
office of Prosecuting Attorney of St. Louis County. 
We said that the public interest demanded that he 
be kept in his post throughout the whole possible 
duration of the trials of the Kelley kidnaping de- 
fendants. 

This conclusion may well be repeated, now that 
the first of these trials has been finished. In his 
conduct of the State’s case against the defendant now 
convicted, Mr. Anderson displayed the same ability 
and industry which characterized his investigation 
of the murder five months ago of John C. Johnson, 
He was at the

same time both forceful and restrained. The record 
of the prosecution is one in which not only the 
county but the entire community can take pride. 

Mr. Anderson has said that it is unfortunate that 
the late Assistant Prosecuting Attorney of the 
county, Al Stack, did not survive to see the result 
of his work. This is a regret which many share. 
Mr. Stack drew the indictments against all the de- 
fendants and prepared the early pleadings. He and 
Associate Prosecuting Attorney John J. Wolfe, who 
helped Mr. Anderson during the trial, made impor- 
Such credit, 
in the least from the 


tant contributions to the State’s case. 
however, does not detract 
performance of the Prosecutor himself. 

Two more Kelley kidnaping defendants go to trial 
the latter part of next month. The case of the fourth 
will not come up until after Jan. 1, the date of the 
expiration of the term which Mr. Anderson is now 
serving. That the County Prosecutor should be per- 
mitted to carry all these cases to their conclusion 


is self-evident. This judgment is arrived at without 


prejudice against Mr. Anderson’s opponent and with- 


out regard to the party affiliation of either. Mani- 


festly, partisanship has no place in the choice be- 
tween them. 


If Mr. Anderson’s work in the Kelley cases is keep 
ing him from making an election campaign in the 
sense of the term,

should only strengthen his case. The voters in his 


party were wise to renominate him. The citizens of 


St. Louis County owe it to themselves to keep him 
on the job by supporting him at the polls next month.

A NEW SUBURBAN BOULEVARD. 

A rare opportunity to obtain a much-needed subur- 
ban boulevard offered in the tentative arrange- 
ment made by a subcommittee of the St. Louis 
County Plan Association to take over six and one-half 
miles of abandoned right of way of the Rock Island 
Railroad. It is to be hoped the anticipated approval 
of the scheme will be given by trustees of the rail- 
road, the Federal Court, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the State Highway Commission, the 
County Court and the legislative bodies of St. Louis 
and four suburbs. 

Fortunately, approval by the trustees and Federal 
authorities apparently is a formality. The other 
bodies would be throwing away an early Christmas 
gift if they failed to take over the right of way and 
pave it. Cost of the land cannot be a stumbling block. 
It is only to be prorated among the city, 
the suburbs and the county; it amounts to only $477 
an acre. 

In the city, this highway would furnish a very de- 
Sirable traffic artery, north of Lindell drive. Its 
eastern entrance would be at De Baliviere avenue, 
at the point where an imposing new approach to 
Forest Park will be opened after the contemplated 
elimination of a Wabash Railway grade crossing. 
For University City, Clayton and the other suburbs 
affected, the highway is virtually a necessity. There 
is no thoroughfare for them now between Delmar 
and Forsythe boulevards, and this is the only chance 
of establishing one. The subcommittee which has 
brought negotiations to a head deserves the com- 
munity’s thanks for a good job and best wishes for 
successful culmination.

BATTING FOR M. ROUSSEAU. 

Raymond Moley impatiently brushes Upton Sin- 
clair and his end-poverty plan into the waste basket. 
Turning, then, to Mr. Hoover’s book, he declares the 
former President “is also looking -bbackward, and, 
with Sinclair and Rousseau, he is looking back to a 
fantastic mind-picture rather than to a set of reali- 
ties.” 

Mr. Hoover and Mr. Sinclair are here on the scene 
to thresh it out, if so disposed, with Mr. Moley. In 
the unavoidable absence of Jean Jacques, it may be 
permissible to pinch-hit, however inadequately, for 
that incorrigible romantic. 

If Rousseau “looked backward,” as Mr. Moley af- 
firms, he was, we feel sure, passionately unaware of 
it. So were his contemporaries. So, too, is the his- 
torical verdict. 

The opening words of his major opus, “Contrat 
Social,” are familiar to us all, either as the French- 
man wrote them, or as Jefferson paraphrased them 
in the Declaration of Independence: “Man was born 
free, and he is everywhere in chains.” That fine 
Greek scholar, Prof. Gilbert Murray, has told of the 
thrill he experienced on reading those words in the 
garden of the Tuileries, when he was a boy of 15. 
He quite misunderstood their place in Rousseau’s ar- 
gument, he confesses, 


but so did other people. And I can realize now 
the thrill with which, when they were first pub 
lished, they ran through Europe, awakening, un- 
forgettable, stirring the seeds of fire that blazed 
out in the Great Revolution. 


The dreams this equalitarian dreamed were, per- 
haps, a “fantastic mind-picture.” But the man who 
indicted the divine right of kings, drove the entering 
wedge between church and state, sang individual 
liberty in Homeric prose, may be accused, we should

By Leshe C. Frank, Sanitary Engineer in Charge of Milk Investigations, 
Umited States’ Public Health Service. 


ERTAIN members of. the St. Louis dairy 
C industry are opposing local adoption of 
the milk ordinance recommended by the 
United States Public Health Service as a 
part of the general national program for 
standardization of milk sanitation. 

Such a standardization program is vitally 
necessary to remedy the chaotic conditions 
of milk sanitation heretofore obtaining, and 
to establish confidence in milk quality on the 
part of the milk consumer, thus increasing 
milk consumption. The consumption of milk 
in St. Louis is only about half the amount 
recommended by nutrition experts. This re- 
flects the generally poor quality of its milk 
supply, as determined recently by the Office 
of Milk Investigations. 

The milk ordinance recommended by the 
Public Health Service grades all ‘milk sup- 
plies on the basis of the excellence of pro- 
duction on the farm and its handling at the 
pasteurization plant. In other words, the 
grading reflects the sanitary conditions from 
the moment the milk is produced to the mo- 
ment it reaches the consumer’s doorstep. 

* * 7 

Following are the objections raised against 
this ordinance by certain members of the 
dairy industry, with a discussion of each ob- 
jection by the Public Health Service: 

1. It is. stated that there are too many 
grades of milk in the ordinance, and that 
this will increase the cost of enforcement. 

Long experience in many. municipaiities 
has disproved this. The grades of milk de- 
fined in the ordinance are necessary for 
proper administration. .‘hey make it easier 
for the health officer to degrade a milk dis- 
tributor for violating items of sanitation, and 
thus to require a lower rrade label, thus no- 
tifying the consumer of the action of the 
health department. The permit-revocation 
method of punishment ias been found in- 
adequate in many cities, including St. Louis. 

The principal reason St. Louis today has 
so poor a milk supply is that its present ordi- 
nance has too few grades, and therefore does 
not permit the use of degrading for punish- 
ing violations. The existing St. Louis or- 
dinance was recommended by the Publie 
Health Service, but the teeth, the grading 
and degrading provisions, were omitted. 

The cost of enforcing a milk ordinance 
depends almost entirely upon the frequency 
of farm inspections and of milk sampling. If 
these are frequent enough to determine ade- 
quately the conditions at the dairy farms. it 
takes no more time or expense to tell in 
which of four or five grades a given dairy 
farm falls than to tell whether that dairy 
farm qualifies for a single grade. The in. 
spection and sampling work are the same in 
both cases. The difference is merely a mat. 
ter of bookkeeping. 

2. It is stated that the cost of enforcing 
the ordinance should not be paid by the in- 
dustry, but borne by direct taxation, and 
that no other cities are using similar meth- 
ods of obtaining funds for milk control. 

For many years, cities have obtained part 
of the cost of enforcing their milk ordi- 
nances from permit or inspection fees. Louis. 
ville, Salt Lake City and Oklahoma City ob- 
tain all their milk contmel funds from a fee. 
The advantages of this method are: 

(a) It is entirely independent of the rise 


and fall of the general tax yield and will 
therefore insure adequate support of milk- 
control work, even in lean years, such as 
the present. 

(b) The cost of milk control will be borne 
by all milk consumers to the extent that 
they consume milk, since the inspection fee, 
about .1 cent per quart, will inevitably find 
its way into the price of milk. 

If milk control in St. Louis is paid for 
from general taxation, some 800,000 or 900,000 
people will pay for the control of milk con- 
sumed by 1,300,000. It is obviously unfair 
for the people within the city limits to pay 
the cost of milk control for the 400,000 peo- 
ple beyond the city limits who consume St. 
Louis milk,

3. It is stated that the ordinance is mod- 
eled after small-city ordinances, and will not 
work in large cities. 

This is an old objection, repeated many 
times. There is no more reason to believe 
that the present objection in the case of St. 
Louis is any more valid than the former ob- 
jections of smaller cities proved to be. 

The experience of the Public Healty Ser- 
vice, in observing enforcement of its ordi- 
nance in nearly 600 cities, indicates that if 
size is a factor ai all, chat the smaller the 


city, the more difficult it is to get good en- 
forcement. 
4. It is objected that the experience of 
other large cities has not been considered. 
The Public Health Service, which designed 
the ordinance, ‘as studied carefully the 


milk-control experience of inany large vities. 
Furthermore, the recommended ordinance is 
reviewed annually by a National Miik Sani- 
tation Advisory Board, composed of milik- 
control directors of six states, the chief of 
the Division of Market Milk of the Depart 
ment of Agriculture, representatives of the 
International Association of Milk Dealers, 
Dairy and Ice Cream Machinery and Sup- 
plies Association, Certified Milk Producers 
Association and the Public Health Service. 
No group in this country is better qualified 
to pass on problems of milk control. 
* * * 


5. It is stated that che ordinance requires 
inspection of all dairy farms and the test- 
ing of milk samples from all of them. and 
that this is impossible; +hat in lieu of this, 
the plants should be permitted to do their 
own inspection and sample testing, and 
should report the result to the health officer 

The schedule of inspections and sampling 
required by the ordinance has not. been 
found impossible in other cities. If -it is 
possible for the plants, it is also possible for 
the city. 

If the responsibility -or inspection 
sampling is delegated .o he plants, the City 
Health Department will be unable to tell 
which plants are discharging their responsi- 
bility conscientiously and which are shirk- 
ing that responsibility, unless the city does 
check-up inspections. Adequate inspections 
by the plan, plus check- -up inspections by the 
city, will cost more than adequate inspection 
by the city alone. It is a recognized duty and 
responsibility of health departments to ex- 
ercise a public health control over milk sup- 
plies. Delegation of this duty to individual 
distributors could only result in confusion

This 
placed the railroads at the mercy 
of the first serious competitor, the 
automobile. At first the railroads 
disdained this competitor. The 
after-war years were marked by an 
intense activity and they thought 
there was traffic enough for every- 
body. As the boom period died 
down, they found that road trans- 
port, free from the multiple legal 
obligations incumbent on them, 
were in possession of the cream of 
the business. 

In imposing upon the railroads 
and the road transport concerns 
the obligation to co-ordinate their 
services to the best interests of 
the public, the Government left 
them free to work out their own 
salvation. 

No General Plan. 

It realized that there could be 
no general plan. Conditions were 
so varied and complex that sep- 
arate agreements for each region 
alone would enable the end to be 
attained. At the same time a com- 
mittee on which both parties are 
represented has been set up to en- 
dorse the agreements or act as ref- 
eree in cases of dispute. 

The State railroad, serving the 
west of France from Dieppe ‘to 
Bordeaux, was the first to tackle 
the task. Raoul Dautry,,the gen- 
eral manager, has already conclud- 
ed agreements with road/ transport 
concerns in the zone \ between 
Mantes and Le Havre, where traf- 
fic is particularly dense. 

Small lines totaling 300 miles are 
to be abandoned, as are slow trains 
on certain main lines, and the traf- 
fic turned over to the automobile.

FROM SEA ANNOUNCED 


Met2! in Tiny Nugget Which 
Contains Equal Amount 
of Silver.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6—Recovery 


of the first actual gold and silver 
ever taken from seawater is an- 
nounced here by Dr. Willard H. 


This seawater metal is a _ tiny 
nugget, one-tenth of a milligr2m, 


no bigger than the head of a pin. 
It is half gold and half silver. 

It came from the Atlantic Ocean 
at Wilmington, N. C. It is par: of 
the gold and silver in 12 tons of 
seawater which was running 
through a seawater bromine plant. 

The water yielded up gold and sil- 
ver by a treatment with colloidal 
sulphur. This sulphur was prac- 
tically liquid. It dissolved in the 
water and when it settled out, like 
a sediment, it carried the precious 
metals. 

The gold in this nugget repre- 
sents about one three-tenths of one

A platform for the party 
was filed with the petitions. 

Under the State law such nom- 
inating petitions must bear the 
signatures of qualified voters 
equivalent to two per cent of the 
vote cast in the preceding general 
election. The nominating petitions 
are being held by the Secretary of 
State pending a check of their suf- 
ficiency. 

The petitions were filed by Peter 
Chaunt, secretary-organizer of the 
Communist Party, which has head- 
quarters at 1243 North Garrison 
avenue, St. Louis. 

Nominees of Party. 

The party nominees are Frank 
Brown, Kansas City, for United 
States Senator; Eugene McCor- 
mack Hill, 2927a Park avenue, St. 
Louis, for State Superintendent of 
Schools; Samuel Dukes, 4235 West 
Maffitt avenue, St. Louis, for Con- 
gressman from the Eleventh Dis- 
trict; John Day, of Joplin, for Con- 
gressman from the Seventh Dis-

GEN. JOHNSON READY 
70 DEFEND POLIGIES 


Approves Reorganization of 
NRA If No Attempt Is Made 
to Revolutionize Program. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 6—Gen. Hugh 
S. Johnson served notice yesterday 
that “if anyone comes along and 
says they are going to revolutionize 
the NRA, I'll come in and defend 
myself.” 

The former Administrator’s as- 
sertion followed his expression of 
approval for the NRA reorganiza- 
tion provided “the whole idea and 
the decided policies of the NRA re- 
main.” 

“The moment anyone attacks my 
policies, I am going to defend 
them,” he added. ‘As I understand 
it, the general policy is practically 
the same. But I’ll say again that 
if there is an attack on any policy 
of the NRA that I sponsored, I’m 
going back at it and defend my- 
self.” 

Johnson, commenting on NRA 
policies, denied there had been 
price-fixing in codes, excepting 
those dealing with natural resources 
which he defended as justified, 

Statistics Looking Better. 

He earlier had asserted that sta- 
tistical indicators, after “getting 
worse” in the last month or two, at 
present “incline toward better busi- 
ness.” 

He discussed economic conditions, 
unemployment and his own future 
after delivering an address at a de- 
partment store. 

“Further reduction of hours and 
a further increase in wages,” he 
said, would materially relieve un- 
employment, “if there were only 
some way to control increased 
prices. 

“That brings up the question of 
business expediency, whether peo- 
ple will take the chance on an in- 
creased volume without raising 
prices, or whether they will take 
advantage of increased volume to 
raise prices.” 

Praise for Richberg. 

The name of Donald Richberg, 
often at odds with Johnson, was 
brought into the conversation when 
the former Administrator was asked 
his opinion of the reorganized NRA 
personnel. 

“If I had picked the men my- 
self,” Johnson replied,. “I couldn't 
have picked men more appropriate 
for the jobs.

— The 
constitutionality of the NRA was 
challenged yesterday in a suit filed 
in the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court by W. Ames & Co., 
Jersey City steel manufacturer.

Auker, 
working in 203 rounds yielded 102 
tallies, or 4.56 each nine innings. 
He worked in 10 complete games 
and scored two shutouts, both at 
the expense of the Cleveland In- 
dians.

Five 
bathrooms have been tucked into it, 
yet wisteria still loops over what 
is left of the second floor gallery, 
where successive generations of 
ladies had ample opportunity to sew 
a fine seam—in the days when 
Kirkwood was accessible only by 
taking a train from Union Station. 

There is a swimming pool, 60 feet 
long by 20 feet wide, which was put 
in not so many years ago by Mrs. 
Randolph’s father, Anderson Gratz. 
It is surrounded by a high trellis, 
covered with Dorothy Perkins roses, 
honey suckle and clematis. This 
greenery is not so much to screen 
the pool from prying eyes, as to 
supply a decorative background. 
Through this pool runs a steady 
stream of artesian well water. 

Some distance back from the 
house are the remains of a copy of 
the Lewis and Clark fort, at the 
mouth of the Columbia River. It 
was the Oregon Building at the St.

Sinall Hospitals 
Are Efficient 
As Large Ones 


A Doctor Points Out That 
Character of Staff, Not 
Size, Is Vital Feature.

LIKE an article in the Septem- 
| ber issue of The Modern Hos- 

pital by Dr. Otho F. Ball. It 
shculad appeal, 1 think, to physi- 
cians and citizens living in small 
communities which have what is 
called “only a small hospital.” 

Dr. Ball’s point is that “only a 
small hospital” -may be just as effi- 
cient, even more so, than a large 
one; that a hospital is to be judged 
not so much by the magnificence of 
is structure, or its equipment, as by 
the character of the staff. 

Those of us who live in less ex- 
pensive places go to visit some of 
the great hospitals in large medical 
centers. The perfection of detail, 
the size, the expense, and the dura- 
bility of the institution awe us, so 
that when we return home our own 
little hospitab disappoints us greatly. 
Yet such an attitude may be all 
wrong. One of the most efficient 
hospitals I know is in a small town 
in Kansas, and its original unit is

T os printing presses of stamp-| 


minded Italy have’ again gone | 


into operation, and are turning | 


rating the tenth anniversary of the 
establishment of Military Valley. 

For the first time in a numberof 
years the postal authorities of Italy 
have decided to consider the collec- 
tor. The postage values in this se- 
ries only run to 2L.75c. plus 2L. The 
air mail values run to 3L plus 2L, 
and the air express stamps to 
4L,. 50c. plus 2L. 

All of the designs in the series 
carry military subjects as their de- 
signs. The following is a descrip- 
tion of the difference values. 

Of the regular postage values, 
the 10c brown is the smallest de- 
nomination, and _ pictures a sil- 
houette of a soldier, with a replica 
of the medal for military valor in 
the ceter. The 15c dark green and 
50c purple have a soldier cutting 
barbed wire entanglements. The 
20c bright red pictures a_ soldier 
about to hurl a hand grenade. In 
the background is the head of a 
soldier of a century ago. On the 
25c bright green, two members of 
the mountain soldiery are shown 
climbing a sheer cliff. The 30c 
brown portrays a wounded war hero 
using his crutch as a weapon. 

A group of artillerymen is on 
the 75c carmen. Upon the 11.25c 
blue are soldiers charging Cavalry- 
men with sabers drawn are on the 
1L.75c plus IL orange. A member 
of the telegraph detail at the front 
is upon the 2L.55c plus 2L claret. 
On the 2L.75c plus 2L dark purpile, 
is a member of the medical detail 
giving first aid. 

The air express group consists of 
two values, with one design. The 
values are 2L plus 1L.25c brown, 
and 41.50c plus 2L red-brown. The 
design shows the arch of glory on 
the street of ruins with a plane 
flying overhead. 

The air mail series consists of 
seven values. The first value of the 
series, the 25c r-reen and 80c slate, 
pictures a lighter-than-air craft in 
flight, with a shell bursting. The 
50c slate and 75c brown picture a 
motor boat crew of the Mediter- 


rnean Sea. The 1L plus 50c reddish

brown, shows a monoplane over 


African native troops on the desert. 

The 2L plus 1L blue has a pur- 
suit plane flying low over the desert 
after a group of enemy solaiers. 
The last value of the series, 3L 
plus 2L portrays a statue. 

The surtax on the higher values 
of this series is for the benefit of 
the veterans of the Italian army.
